Western Allies want a constitution 
which will establish a federalized 
regime and emphasize the rights 
of individual German states. The 
Germans are holding out for a 
centralized government. 

Allied officials said the Parlia- 
mentary Council appeared to be 
wavering over whether to pass the 
constitution as written or stall for 
time in the hope of gaining con- 
cessions from a meeting of the 
American, British and French for- 
eign ministers in Washington next 
month. 

Denmark formally accepted an 
invitation to join the North At- 
lantic Treaty. Parliamentary au- 
thorization was completed when 
the Upper House approved the na- 
tion’s entry into the Alliance. 

Official sources in London said 
Britain soon will tighten her ban 
on shipments of potential war 
goods to Russia and the Soviet 
satellites.

apartment, entered with a pass 
key and found the lights burning. 
Police were notified. 

Police said the lights were on 
and the windows open in the liv- 
ing room of the large apartment.

WASHINGTON—Good news comes out of the South just at the right psychological m»ment to dis- 
pel some of the nauseous effects of the recent Southern filibuster spectacle in the Senate, which 
dramatized again to the nation what seems to be a slowly dying tradition there. 
is the addition to the Senate from the South of one of its most distinguished citizens, Dr. Frank P. 
Graham, for many years President of the University of North Carolina, one of the nation’s great edu- 


cational institutions, who was appointed by Gov. 
Kerr Scott to the vacancy created by the sudden 
death of Sen. and former Gov. J.‘ Melville 
Broughton. The appointment is until Jan. 3, 
1951. Dr. Graham is to take his seat Monday. 


Gov. Scott, North Carolina, the South and 
the nation are to be congratulated on the ap- 
pointment because of what it represents. 


Long identified with the progressive 
movement in the South and of considerable 
influence in its gradual but sure develop- 
ment, Dr. Graham is in the best tradition of 
real liberalism, not only in the South, but 
in the nation. He comes to the Senate, for- 
tunately, at a critical time when his voice 
and his influence can be most valuable to the 
Administration forces which are fighting for 
President Truman’s social and economic wel- 
fare program. He will, as well, provide an- 
other vote in a Senate closely divided be- 
tween supporters of that program, on one 
hand, and the Republican-Southern, conserva- 
tive Democratic coalition, on the other.

For the Mule 


I am made glad and sad by a bit of news. 
Z I read where the farm machinery people pre- 
dict that Southern farmers will cut the number 
of farm animals from the 1935-39 average by 34 percent. As an 
example of the drop, an estimated 2,000,000 mules and horses will 
disappear from Southern farms this year. 


That makes me glad and sad. 


I am glad because the mule-drawn plow is about finished as an 
economic competitor. A man with a mule and a plow can’t com- 
pete on equal terms with a man driving a tractor. The man with 
a one-horse wagon is out of luck trying to get things from fields 
to barns and from barns to markets when competing against a man 
with trucks. 


The day when every Georgia farm is mechanized will be the day 
when Georgia stands forth as part of the new Southern economy— 
the economy which is going to be much like that of the Middle 
West—an economy of grass and cattle, with cotton and tobacco in 
the regions where they can best be handled with machinery. This 


is especially true of cotton. 
Cotton Cotton is on the way out of the Piedmont. It will remain 
in the flat regions of the Southern States. But it is fin- 
ished now as a money crop in the hill regions. This will be the 
last year of uncontrolled planting in our generation—barring a war. 
If the nation ever departs from the present system of parity pay- 
ments and support of cotton prices, then we will see cotton retreat 
more and more westward. It may be true that the best cotton pick- 
ing machine in the world is made up of a pair of trained hands. 
But the machine is coming. Fast. That is true in the best cotton 
sections of Georgia. 


The man with the one-mule plow has got a few more years left. 
But even then he will have to toil until he is worn out and his 
wife and children are ready to drop at each day’s end to keep up 
with the tractors. But the mule, as farm power, is finished. 
Mules The sentimental will always kéep him around. He is 

good for “close plowing.” He is a friend. He lends atmos- 
phere to a farm. He “belongs” to a farm. He “belongs” to plow- 
ing, the way ham belongs to eggs. I have a fondness ‘for mules. 


If it wasn’t too foolish, and if I had a place for one, I’d like to 
keep a mule as a pet the way a man has a dog or cat. 


That’s what makes me sad. When the last mule has gone from 
the farms of our country something typically American will be gone 
and one of our realities will have become a legend. The mule will 
live on in histories and in children’s books. But he is going fast 
from farm life. 


All this makes me sad, as I said. A mule has got more sense 
than most folks. He has got more sense than a horse, a fact which 
the horse people dispute, with no success. The horse people say 
the mule is ornery, which he is. The mule is folks. He will not kill 
himself, as will a horse, pulling a heavy load. If it is too heavy, the 
mule knows it and won’t pull it. The horse will kill himself trying. 
The mule is so much like man—ornery, stubborn, friendly, willing, 
a worker—that people love him. Folks sort of feel a kinship with 
a mule. 

So I hope that as progress keeps on progressing some place will 
be found for the mule. The farm won’t look the same without his 
leering, grinning, cynical face peering over the barnyard fence or 
out of a stall. 

But the mule is in the way of the fast dollar. He can’t cultivate 
cotton the way a tractor can. And he can’t plow as much ground. 
The tractor has got him licked. I hope the Southern farmers hurry 
up and get tractors. But I sure do feel sad about the mule.

Dr. Graham, the newest recruit, is a familiar 
figure about Washington and in national and in- 
ternational affairs. He has been drafted repeat- 
edly from Chapel Hill during one emergency and 
another to serve his Government and his coun- 
try beginning back to the hectic and tumultuous 
early days of the Roosevelt New Deal when 
he was Vice Chairman of the NRA Consumer 
Board down to his most recent assignment as 
American representative of the United Nations 
Commission which arranged the truce in Indo- 
nesia which subsequently was broken by the 
Dutch. Between, he served’ as Chairman of the 
National Advisory Council to the Cabinet Com- 
mittee on Economic Security and for three years 
as a member of the War Labor Board. 

: He also was a member of President Truman’s 
Civil Rights Commission, out of which came 
the controversial civil rights program. 


Dr. Graham is thus very much a man of 
affairs, is no stranger to the intricacies of 
politics, and knows the ways of compromise 
and negotiation. His special skill should be 
helpful to him as a member of the Senate 
in these touchy times. A broad-gauged man, 
he is moderate and conciliatory in his ap: 
proaches to problems. 


During his long and useful career as educa- 
tor and civic leader he has naturally made many 
enemies and they are enemies of the right sort, 
representing as they do special privileged inter- 
ests in the South which have held back that sec- 
tion economically and politically. They struck 
at him most recently in a campaign of abuse and 
misrepresentation in connection with his post 
as President of the Oak Ridge Nuclear Study, an 
association of Southern colleges organized to pro- 
mote the study of regional utilization of atomic 
energy. He should be denied access to atomic 
information because of association with alleged - 
Communist-front organizations, it was contended. 
Dr. Graham was cleared by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and stoutly backed by President 
Truman. The unfounded attack was an extreme 
example of exploitation of the hysteria now so 
rampant. 


His integrity and courage will be an asset to 
the South in national affairs.

Just a Bad Case of Jitters 


WASHINGTON—The classic description of meaningless ma- 
neuvering is given in the ancient quatrain: “The good old Duke 
of York; he had ten thousand men. He marched them up the hill; 
then marched them down again.” It is pretty important to realize 
that the Kremlin’s current moves probably have little more prac- 
tical meaning than the doings of the mutton-headed duke, despite 
the jitters they are causing everywhere. 


At the moment, for instance, those who want an excuse for 
opposing the Atlantic Pact are saying that the inclusion of Nor- 
way was “needlessly provocative.” This directly results, of course, 
from a carefully calculated campaign of threats to keep Norway 
out of the Atlantic Pact which was launched months, ago. 

At that time the Soviet Ambassador at Stockholm, .hernychev, 
began to work on the Swedes. Finland, he roared, uld be in- 
vaded if Norway joined the pact. Perhaps, he muttered, Norway 
would be invaded, too. The Swedes, who wanted to preserve the 
Scandinavian isolation in any case, were easily convinced. They 
in turn persuaded the more nervous European foreign offices. 
Eventually, the story showed up here. It was given added color 
by a series of shrewdly planned episodes, such as the Soviet note 
to Norway. 


Alarm Finally, this particular engagement in the war of nerves 

reached its climax about a fortnight ago. “Pravda” 
roared a few decibels more loudly against the “unco-operative” 
Finns. The Soviet Ambassador at Helsinki, Gen. Savonenkov, be- 
haved with a rudeness that was unusual even for him. The arrival 
of the 1928 class of Red Army recruits and the departure of the 
class of 1925 was made the occasion for much marching and 
countermarching along the Finnish and Norwegian borders. The 
same number of Russian soldiers—about 250,000—has been sta- 
tioned in this area since the end of the war. But now there was 
talk of “reinforcements,” and of “divisions massing on the frontier.” 


These developments accidentally coincided with a period of 
tempo.ary political difficulty for the independent, Communist- 
free government of Social Democratic Premier Fagerholm. The 
word instantly went out that there was to be “another Czech 
coup.” Or it was said that the Finnish Communists—a relatively 
small minority—would rise against the Government with arms 
supplied from the Soviet base at Hangoe. 


The truth is, of course, that all three conditions 
Deterrents for a “Czech coup’—Communist infiltration of 
the Government, control of the police and neutralization of the 
army—are lacking in Finland. The Finnish Government, while 
determined to discharge its heavy obligations to Russia, is equally 
determined to maintain Finnish local independence. A skeleton 
Finnish underground already exists, ready to go into action if 
Soviet agPression should occur. Since the nature of the terrain 
is ideal, the underground is well supplied, and the Finns are al- 


| most insanely brave, this underground constitutes a real threat. 


Worse still, if Finland is invaded, Sweden undoubtedly will climb 
down off the fence and join the Atlantic Pact. 

If these deterrents did not exist, no one can doubt that the 
Soviets would invade Finland tomorrow. But the important facts 
are that the deterrents do exist; and for the present at least, they 
are proving sufficient. And thus the center of jitters has now 


shifted from Helsinki to Belgrade. 
Tit The Kremlin’s pressure campaign against the Yugoslav 

0 heretics must be taken much more seriously than the 
threat to Finland. But here again, the conditions for a coup on 
the Czech pattern simply do not exist. The obviously planted 
rumors, such as the story that four Yugoslav generals were going 
to liquidate Marshal Tito last weekend, do not deserve serious 
consideration. Tito’s 400,000 men are the only real force in the 
Balkans, capable of making mincemeat of the Romanian and Bul- 
garian units moving aimlessly about on the frontiers. And the 
Yugoslav secret police have shown every evidence of being able 
to cope with the “guerrillas” that are being infiltrated in small 
numbers into Yugoslav Macedonia. 

It is always possible, to be sure, that Tito will fall victim to 
a Kremlin-hired assassin. This is a danger that cannot be ignored. 
Equally, however, the Kremlin cannot ignore the danger that the 
Yugoslavs will make serious trouble in chaotic Albania, where a 
Russian submarine and air base are being built up. 

Moreover, it does not matter whether the issue confronting us 
is including Norway in the Atlantic Pact today, or offering fi- 
nancial support to Marshal Tito tomorrow. It is always wrong to 
use the arguments of the appeasers of the 1930s, that this quite 
reasonable move must not be made, that another entirely legal 
step must not be taken, because they may give offense. If offense 
is to be taken so easily, surely it is better to have the matter out 
at once.

Graham Will Give Truman a Boost 


WASHINGTON—A powerful leg-up for President Truman in his fight with Dixiecrats has eome 
from the South itself in the appointment of Dr. Frank P. Graham, President of the University of 
North Carolina, to the U. S. Senate vacancy occasioned by the death of J. Melville Broughton early 


this month. 

Dr. Graham not only has been an ardent 
supporter of all Leftist phases of the “New Deal” 
and “Fair Deal,” but appointment of him by 
Gov. Kerr Scott indicates a determination of the 
controlling faction of Democrats in North Caro- 
lina to carry the racial-equality issue into next 
year’s election campaign. 

Previously, Governor Scott had engineered 
the election of Jonathan Daniels, a former 
White House Secretary under both Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman and a strong supporter 
of the latter for nomination and election last 
year, as Democratic National Committeeman 
from North Carolina, 


As a member of President Truman’s 
Commission on Civil Rights, Dr. Graham 
helped to write the racial-equality measures 
which virtually the whole Southern repre- 
sentation in the Senate recently filibustered 
against. 


Sen. Broughton had prepared a filibuster- 
ing speech, which he was to have delivered on 
the day following his death, and the Senior 
Senator from North Carolina, Clyde Hoey, has 
been a ringleader in all phases of the Southern 
fight against racial-equality legislation. 

Not only Dr. Graham but Sen. Hoey will be 
up for re-election next year. The appointment 
of Graham is taken by North Carolinians here 
as an indication that the Scott-Daniels Demo- 
cratic group will endeavor to replace Sen. Hoey 
with a pro-civil righter. 

Gov. Scott is pressing what he calls his “go 
forward” program, calling for a $200,000,000 
rural-road bond issue, a $50,000,000 bond issue 
for rural schools, and heavily increased taxes to 
pay for expansion of rural electrification and 
telephone service. He recently told a public 
gathering that “it is time North Carolina stopped 
dodging the Negro question.” He pledged him- 
self to see that “the minority race has a fair 
opportunity” and receives training to fit it into 
the industrial and agricultural life of the State. 


In addition to his direct championing of ra- 
cial equality, Dr. Graham, as a member of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s War Labor Board, strongly sup- 
ported organized labor. The latter predilection 
won him the Sidney Hillman Trophy, awarded 
last month. 

Dr. Graham was attacked on the floor of 
the House recently by Rep. Hebert, Democrat, 
of Louisiana, for alleged close association with 
Communists. Hebert asserted that the Security 
Board of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
headed by former Supreme Court Justice Owen 
J. Roberts, had warned against entrusting Dr. 
Graham with atomic 'secrets. This finding has 
not been denied by the Roberts Board, but after 
the Hebert attack, the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, headed by David Lilienthal, declared that 
while Graham had associated with Communist- 
inspired organizations, his loyalty and integrity 
were beyond question. 


Alone among their Southern brethren, 
North Carolina delegates to last year’s Dem- 
ocratic National Convention supported the 
mild pro-civil rights plank reported from the 
Resolutions Committee and took no part in 
the uprising against President Truman. The 
Dixiecrat presidential ticket won a place on 
the State’s ballot, but no important member 
of the Democratic organization supported it. 


In the election this policy paid off in a big 
way. President Truman rolled-up a 200,000 
plurality in North Carolina, despite diversion of 
70,000 votes to Dixiecrat Thurmond, and Scott 
won the governorship by a 364,000 margin. Gov- 
ernor Dewey received fewer votes than in 1944, 

One big reason for this result was that Ne 
groes, traditionally Republican in North Caro- 
lina, piled on the Democratic bandwagon almost 
to the last man and woman. 

Now, it is clear, the Scott-Daniels-Graham 
group have determined to put all their eggs 
in the fair deal-civil rights basket, in an attempt 
to lead the whole South into that ‘promised land.

Rent Control 


Editor Constitution: The letter from “Dis- 
heartened Renter” of March 21, reveals that she 
is laboring under the same delusion as a consid- 
erable segment of our population: namely, that 
all rental property is controlled. In general, 
only that property rented on March 1, 1942, and 


before the end of the war is controlled. In that 
period, not one apartment out of one hundred was 
renting for $100 per month. The new construc- 
tion, of necessity, is not controlled, otherwise 
there would be no new construction, 

If the reader is living in a nice two-bedroom 
apartment in a nice section at $45 per month, he 
is living in controlled housing, and has been 
there, no doubt since 1941, and will be there until 
he dies, or rent control dies. The owner is, by 
Act of-Congress, subsidizing his tenant. Rent 
control has frozen the tenants as of March, 1942, 
in, and the rest of the people out. No one is 
going to give up something he can buy at pre 
war prices! 

The repeal of rent control would cause some 
increases in rents, and a general reshuffling, and 
eliminate the instances of one person occupying a 
six-room apartment because at its controlled rate, 
it is cheaper than a furnished room. It would 
further prevent what is the present trend, the 
sale of rental property by owners who cannot 
afford to keep them at their controlled rentals. 
In the last few years in the United States, 2,300,- 
000 housing units have disappeared from the ren- 
tal market. I personally caused 18 of them to 
change from tenant to owner occupancy because 
I couldn’t afford to rent a four-room apartment 
for $17 per month. Rent control hurts the tenant 
as well as the owner! BYRON HILLEY.

Neither side vulnerable. South ;| A low Spade lead brought forth 
the Queen. Another trump lead 
corroborated the fact thate West 
held four trumps. It will be 
seen that declarer could not 
draw all the trumps because he 
needed a Heart trick for game, 
and if trumps were extracted 
the enemy could run the Dia- 
mond suit when they got in with 
the Ace of Hearts. So deliver 
led a Heart to the King and was 
somewhat disappointed when 
East won the trick. East could 
read that his partner was void 
of Clubs, unless declarer had 
opened on a short suit which in 
this case was highly unlikely. 
He, himself, had five and dum- 
my had four. West ruffed the 
Club return and after cashing 
the Diamond followed up with 
the Jack of Hearts. There was 
no way for declarer to avoid the 
loss of another Heart trick and 
he was down one. Was South 
guilty of an indiscretion? Could 
he reasonably have avoided the 
accident? 

It is our belief that declarer 
had not exercised the greatest 
care. It was quite evident that 
the hand could not be lost un- 
less the enemy got in a Club 
ruff. The only one that could 
possibly ruff was West. The 
hand should therefore be played 
# such a manner that East 
could not conveniently obtain 
the lead. The Hearts should 
have been attacked from dum- 
my. When the three of Hearts 
is led from dummy, if East 
ducks, the tenth trick is home, 
and trumps may be drawn. If 
East rushes in with the Ace, he 
can give his partner a Club ruff, 
and then the Diamond is the 
only other trick the opposition 
can take. 

True enough it was to be ex: 
pected that West held the Ace of 
Hearts, but if he had it, he could 
win the trick, but there could be 
no way for him to obtain the 
Club ruff and the contract 
would be assured. That East 
had the Ace may be regarded as 
an accident, but the injury 
could have been avoided.

When a contract appears on 
the surface to be foolproof, one 
should avoid bejzg lulled into a 
false sense of security. It may 
be profitable to take a moment's 
time out for the purpose of in. 
quiring, “What accident could 
possibly befall me?” 

In today’s hand, South became 
declarer at a contract of four 
Spades, and I pass with chari- 
table speed over West’s overcall 
which, even in view of the vul- 
nerability, has little to recom- 
mend it. North’s bid of one no 
trump was probably better than 
raising Clubs, despite the fact 
that he had but a single Heart 
stopper. A free bid of one no 
trump denotes a balanced hand 
with a point count of 10, 11 or 
12. In other words, a hand that 
rates above the limit of one no 
trump response which is nine 
points and below the minimum 
two no trump response which is 
13. But when South showed the 
major suit, he abandoned the 

thought of making any further 
no trump bids.
